He ots in close contact with top-ranking Soviet officials on 
munitions and war production and is well-inf orned about this 
phase of Soviet industry. He is employed by FIAT or some 
similar organisation at USFET as advisor cn technical questions 
concerning German - produ ctio n end factories. 

Flqld Cnrmeqt * ScnELLBXJHERG is the person incorrectly named 
as ScHOElffifeEKG in ESC-4 and incorrectly described as ZACHARIAS 1 
assistant in the AVTOtfOEOV investigation. His assistance has 
been explained above. He is a resident of Eichstaett (U49A53)* 
He previously offered information on industrial and technical 
natters to OSS shortly after the end of the war, but his T 
services, although valuable, were declined because of the.lae& 
of interest in his field at that tine. 

3# SCHELLEHEERG possesses more information and corroborative 
details on AVTOfforov than he has yet divulged. He considers that there 
is no doubt that the documents (reproduce in HSC-4) given to ZBIGER 
were genuine and that, the material in them is true. Although he Is 
hot sure that AVTononoy himself yis an agent, he believes him to be an 
KTOtool and a conscious one." It is, however, fairly c ertain that 
AVTOKOm' s secretary ^ASHBT flCQy is actually an uVb agent.

received from SCHELLE HBER G , and the name of AVTCIJOH(JV f s secre- 
tary was given as the comment that the actual

Alexeyevna and her husband -p SVErOTSKT^ (HSC-4) . It is possible 
that VASHEJKO is an alias used Ttiy' one of these persons.
